He urged 
restoration of the old grade of mid- 
shipman in the fleet. Boys should en- 
ter the service at from 14 to 16 years 
of age, he said, spend two years in 
preliminary schooling ashore, then go 
to sea to acquire the “sea habit” from 
actual contact with things of the sea 
before completing their educations 
ashore. The polytechnic education 
now given midshipmen at the acad- 
emy is utterly unsuited, the admiral de- 
clared, to the training of men to han- 
die ships and combinations of ships 
at sea. He could see no value to be 
gained from making all navy officers 
experts in higher mathematics, and 
thought constructors, engineers and 
ordnance experts should be trained as

AILWAY VALUATION 
TO COST HUGE SUM. 


(BY A. NIGHT WIRE) 

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—The an- 
nua] banquet of the members of the 
trust company section of the American 
Bankers’ Association here tonight was 
attended by bankers and representa- 
tive men from all parts of the coun- 
try. The principal speaker was 
Howard Elliott, president of the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road. 

President Blliott, speaking on the 
physical valuation law, declared that 
this law will cost the railways and the 
country from $40,000,000 to $45,000,- 
000 and the New Haven alone $500,- 
000 to $600,000. 

“This is such a large sum,” he 
said, “that the question may well be 
asked: does the country engage 
in this work, and could not the same 
amount of money have been spent to 
better advantage for the countless im- 
provements needed on the 

roads?” 


President Elliott admitted that in 
the creative work of producing 250,- 
000 miles of railways mistakes have 
been made in financing and methods 
of management, but added that rail- 
way owners and managers had learned 
much in the last twenty years, 

“Many of us in the railway service,” 
he concluded,“ believe that when the 
final result of this valuation work is 
obtained and settled by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission or by the 
courts, it will show that American 
railways generally are worth more 
than the par value of their securities, 
and that the constant e e of over- 
capitalization will be refuted and one 
unfortunate element in the settiement 
of our transportation problem will be 
eliminated.” 

Henry Morgenthau, United States 
Ambassador to Turkey, another 
speaker, eulogized President Wilson. 
as “the master spirit among our iead- 
ing statesmen, calm amid the excite- 
ment of Washington.”

Our Jaws must be certain and inter- 
fere as little as possible with that 
liberty of action and thought which 
is the strength of democracies, 
whether in industry or in politics.”

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION. 


“Of all the funuctions, next to na- 
tional defense, education is the most 
purely national and general in char- 
acter. A national system of voca- 
tional educational, therefore, is an 
absolutely essential element in that 
development of personal power which 
is the greatest resource of any people. 
“Men are now asking more earnest- 
ly than for a generation, ‘What shall 
we do to be saved” and one of the 
answers to the question is, To de- 
velop a civilization which is better 
worth fighting for, better worth dying 
for, and above all, better wofth living 
for, than anything we have thus far 
developed.“ In the meantime, if we 
wish to be in a position to promote 
peace and righteousness e must 
ras in God and keep our powder 
ry.”

J. H. Francis, superintendent of the 
Los Angeles public schools, will ac- 
cept an offer of the position of su- 
perintendent of the city schools of 
Columbus, O., to be tendered next 
Tuesday by the Board of Bdaucation 
of that city, according to dispatches 
received here from Columbus last 


night. 

It was stated that Mr. Francis will 
be given the position for five years 
at a salary of $6000 a year, and it is 
expected that he will Degin work next 
September. He will succeed J. A. 
Shawan, who has held the position for 
the past twenty-eight years at a 
salary of $6000'a year. 

Although the Ohio school] law for- 
bids his election until May 1, he is 
given the assurance that he will be 
elected then, the report says. The 
announcement of the offer and its ac- 
ceptance was made yesterday, after 
the members of the board of educa- 
tion of the eastern city returned from 
Detroit, where Mr. Francis and 
twenty other educators were in 4 con- 
terence. 


Mr. Francis has been in Detroit at- 
of the superin- 
tendency department of the National 
Education Association. He will visit 
Columbus next week to study the sit- 
uation and be there when the position 
le Offered to him Tuesdav. 

FINE RECORD HERB. 

Mr. Francis has been n- 
tendent of the schools in this city 
about five and a half years, at a l- 
ary of $6000 a year. He has become 
well-known throughout the country 
because of his work in bringing to a 
high point of excellence and efficiency 
the local school system. 

It was said yesterday that Mr. 
Francis will probably return to this 
city next week, after his trip through 
the Eastern and Middle West States. 
where he has attended many con- 
ventions and studied school systems 
during the past month. 

“The news is a great surprise to 
me and I feel sure no member of the 
Board of Education had any idea that 
Mr. Francis anticipated a change at 


Board of Education said last night. 
“Mr. Francis has done excellent work 
here and made a very pronounced im- 
pression. It will be impossoble for 
me to suggest the name of a possible 
successor until I have had more time 
to consider the matter.” 

Mr. Frandis was educated at Otter- 
bein College at Westerville, fourteen 
miles from Columbus, but he never 
taught in the schools in the latter 
city.

A 
wide variety of charges were made

tion in furtherance of any voting 
trust. 

It is aleo sought to require the Un- 
ion Provident Company and the 
United Petroleum Company to assign 
and deliver to the plaintiffs stock of 
the Union Ol equivalent to their hold- 
ings in the .other two corporations. 
An order to show cause is asked. The 
latter was issued by Presiding Judge 
York, and the hearing set for Mon- 
day morning at 10 o'clock. 

The Stewart family is charged in 
the voluminous complaint with issu- 
ing false and misleading reports con- 
cerning the affairs of the company, 
and it is alleged the company’s bal- 
ance sheet showed a difference of 
$7000 as compared with a report pre- 
pared dy an audit company. 

The Stewart family, it is charged, 
had in view the organization of a 
third holding company, the effect be- 
ing to permit them to reduce their 
holding of Union Ol stock to one- 
sixteenth of the total number of shares 
outstanding and yet retain control of 
its affairs. Negotiations for the sale 
of the Stewart holdings halted this 
plan, the complaint states, and it is 
added the negotiations have failed.

HE JOHNSON TRICK. d 

When Gov. Johnson, in a signed state- 
ment a few days ago, denied that he had 
attempted, through hid chief southern rep- 
resentative, M. Lissner, to effect a compro- 
mise with the Republicans of the State, 
some of the gullible bystanders believed 
him. Now comes the news from San Fran- 
cisco of a meeting called for this Afternoon 
when a second effort will be made to form 
a coalition of Republicans and Progressives. 
If the plan falls the wires will be burdened 
again with denials, but the people cannot 
be fooled all the time. 

When the original proposition was pre- 
sented to the Republican State Executive 
Committee last Saturday it was promptly 
repudiated. The Republicans refused to 
consider the plan. They said it was too 
much like the tall wagging the dog. The. 
Progressives said, “If yow will agree to our 
compromise we will permit you to name 
half of the twenty-4ix delegates to the na- 
tional convention.” The Republicans quick- 
ly and tersely replied: “There will be no 
compromise; the delegation will consist of 
known Republicans who will be instructed 
to support a known Republican for the Pres- 
idency.” 

This was a smashing blow to Johnson, 
but he still has hope, and today wil! not 
only endeavor to execute his original 
plan, but will try to line up the delegation 
behind himself for the Presidential nom- 
ination. News dispatches say Col. Roose- 
velt and Justice Hughes are other possibil!- 
ties. 

That the prince of tricksters does not 
entertain the least hope of landing the Re- 
publican nomination for the Presidency is 
apparent, but there is no doubt that he is 
scheming to be the running mate of the 
Republican who is named.

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HE U. S. SUPREME COURT. 


Court of the United 
Moreover this court has always acted up 
to the purest ideals of justice in interpret- 
ing and administering the laws of the land. 
It has a record for pfobity and fairness 
that, according to the late Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of England, is without a parallel in 
history of all nations. : 

Our Supreme Court has, without excep- 
tion, so far numbered among the ooccu- 
pants of its exalted bench men of the high 
est honor and abilfty.

We have invested our Supreme Court 
with a dignity beyond that of any other 
branch of our national government, not 
excluding the Presidency iteelf.

A Supreme Court Justice is appointed 
for life His office demands a singie mirfd 
directed to abstract justice undisturbed by 
changes in national politics. He has in- 
herited a tradition that every member has 
steadfastly upheld. Very small have been 


the changes introduced into this chamber 


since the Constitution was first drawn up. 
An atmosphere of solemnity, earnestness 
and dignity distinguishes the judicial de- 
Uderations of the picked and learned men 
into whose keeping is entrusted the pro- 
tection of American rights and liberties. 
That no breath of scandal has ever touched 
a Justice of the Supreme Court is a unique 
record for d humanly-appointed institution. 

Some justices have records as long as 
they are honorable. Justice McKenna has 
served for eighteen years, and Stephen J. 
Field sustained the dutigs of his office for 
thirty-four. Justice Holmes is approaching 
his seventy-fifth birthday. What finer 
proof could we desire than this of integrity, 
devotion and patriotism, for the duties of 
the Supreme Court are onerous and ex- 
hausting? 

Such is the record, such the prestige and 
traditions of the greatest court of equity 
in the whole world. And into this clear at- 
mosphere President Wilson would infuse 
the carb n dioxide of a Louls D. Brandeis, 
the first nominee whose record is not 
ecrupulously clean.

Adjatant-General Here to Find Out

Adjt.-Gen. C. W. Thomas, N.G.C., 
| arrived at the Alexandria yesterday, 


accompanied by Capt. H. A. Hanigan, 
the United States Army officer detailed 
as infantry inspecting and instructing 
officer with the California National 
Guard. Gen. Thomas is conducting an 
inquiry into the recent troubles of he 
local guardsmen. He expects to leave 
tonight for Sacramento. Capt. Han- 
gan, who will be here about two 
weeks, is making his annual inspec- 
tion of the Seventh Regiment, N.G.C. 
“Until I have completed my investi- 
gation I hesitate to make any state- 
ment regarding the recent sensational 
incidents in the Seventh Regiment,” 
said Gen. Thomas, last night. Mp 
officers who have resigned are, 
course, regarded solely as civillans by 
the department. The National Guard 
has developed a policy that necessi- 
tates in every officer and enlisted man 
a definite standing as to efficiency and 
discipline. If in any organization this 
standard is lacking. immediate steps 
will be taken to rectify the condition. 
I hope to complete my investigation 
before returning to Sacramento, and 
may issue a statement before leav- 
ing for the north.” 

The Adjutant-General deplores the 
lack of interest manifested locally re- 
garding the National Guard. He is 
working on a plan to create and hold 
the interest of the public in the guard 
affairs. Just what this pian is, he is 
unwilling to state at present. He says 
alleged unsatisfactory conditions will 
be thoroughly studied and immediate 
steps taken to adjust matters, if his 
believe 


there is something wrong.
